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TUB DEMANDS OF THE BRETHREN CHURCH. 
In our estimation there is no demand of the 
church at the present time which is so urgent as 
that of active efficient pastors, who are competent 
to take charge of churches, aud lead them on to 
prosperity. It is an indication of the success ot 
our cause to know that we have more churches 
than we can supply with ministers, but it is not at 
all a source of satisfaction to receive constant ap- 
plications and appeals for ministerial services 
which cannot be supplied. And while it should 
be the aim and work of the churches to supply 
this demand by calling into the service and edu- 
cating young men for the ministry, the more im- 
mediately available resource lies in the proper 
distribution and equipment ot those who are now 
in the work, and have had some experience. 

The first thing necessary to this end will be 
their own fall and complete consecration of them - 
eelvee to the service of God in the ministry of His 
Word. In their former church relations aud ser- 
vices only about one-seventh of their time was 
given to the preaching ot the Gospel. The other 
aii were given up to secular afiaire. They were 
expected to support themselves and their ministry, 
and consequently felt with much sensitiveness 
their dependence upon their own labors. Now, 
however, they are serving under a di tie rent creed, 
which teaches that they which preach the Gospel 
shall live of the Gospel, aud those who have the 
word ministered unto them shall communicate unto 
those who minister unto them in all good things. 
As they have a right to expect their living from 
-jRheir ministry it becomes their duty to give all 

«eir time, talent and strength to the service of 
s Gospel. And not only so, but the importance 
of the work and a desire tor its success should 
move them to such a zeal that nothing short of 
entire consecration to the work and constant em- 
ployment in the discharge of its duties will satisfy 


which "try men's souls." But, let them be tried ; 
only so they will uot be found wanting. Let us 
prove our owusefves ; let us judge ourselves and 
we shall not be judged. 

The importance of this step will be noticed 
when it is observed that thereby the church would 
secure six times as much service from its ministry 
as when they work at secular employment during 
the week and preach only on Sunday, aud the la- 
bor is worth about twice as much. Preaching 
need not be confined to Sundays. Isolated mem- 
burs and places will be happy to hear you on 
week day evenings. Besides, public preachiug is 
not by any means all the minister has to do. All 
the members of his charge should be visited st 
least twice a year, and he should make the ac- 
quaintance of all their children, and see that they 
are property instrncted, aud brought up in sym- 
pathy with its doctrines and practice. This will 
he the key to his success. In fact if he properly 
appreciates his privileges he will not want for 
work, even if he has ever so small a congrega- 
tion, and need never be found loating around the 
stores and shops, or strolling in the woods or 
along the banks ot a stream hunting and fishing 
for want of better employment. The minister 
who will magnify his office will find constant and 
remunerative employment for all his time and 
talents. 

Much can be done when the work is properly 
divided and assigned. One minister can serve 
from two to four charges, if he will industrious- 
ly apply himself, and economically apportion his 
time. If the places are uot two far apart be can 
serve four appointments over Sunday; one on 
Saturday evening and three ou Sunday. And 
such enterprise on his part would no doubt be ap- 
preciated and rewarded by the congregation. 

THE LOUISVILLE CHURCH, OHIO. 

A congregation of German Baptists has existed 
in Stark county, Ohio, for many years. It is call- 
ed the canton church. They have two meeting 
houses, aud we believe about one hundred and 
fifty members. A number of the members have 
been of the progressive spirit, and have been neg 
lecting and disregarding tbe usages aud mandates, 
with criminal carelessness. This was borne with 
with until forbearance ceased to be a virtue, in 
the estimation of the adjoining elders, and so 
they came to the help of Elder Conrad Kahlor, 
who is tbe bishop of the church, to assist him in 
purifying (?) the church. To do so thoroughly 
they deemed it necessary to expel a number ot 
said progressive, whose only crime was tbat they 
continued to fellowship the members of the Breth- 
ren church. Otherwise they were good Christian 
people. They were not only well behaved people, 
but live, aetive Christian workers, and so they 
did not want to stand alone or unorganized. 
Hence Elders I 1 . J. Brown and II. R. Holsinger 
were called to assist them in re-establishing a 
Brethren church. We went there on last Satur- 
day, 14th instant, and preached for them on Sat- 
urday evening, Sunday forenoon and Snnday eve- 
ning, to large and attentive audiences. On San- 
day after the forenoon services one young woman 
was baptized. 

The meetings had been announced at a Ger- 
man Baptist meeting, two weeks before, by broth- 
er Keim. At the same time it was announced that 
the bouse would not be allowed for tbat purpose. 
Some days previous to our meeting, a German 
Baptist brother, in good standing, residing in the 
vicinity of the church, was in the church yard, 
and happening to notice tbat the rear door was 
open, he walked in, and to his surprise, found 
two brethren engsged in putting extra fasten iugs 
on the doors. Being opposed to that kind of 
work, he preached tbe said brethren a sermon 
tbat astonished even himself, for he had never 
thought that be could preach at all. And it had 
its effects upon hie audience, tor they concluded 
that the doors did not need extra fastening. How- 
ever, we recommended the Brethren to go there 
before meeting time and aee that tbe house was 
open before the people came, tbat sometimes 
doors kind of stick fast, as it were, when they are 
not opened for several weeks. They did so, and 
sure enough, one of the doors did open very hard,

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t ion was present, aud the meeting opened with 
singing, reading of scripture and prayer, at about 
nine o'clock. II. It. Holainger was appointed 
chairman of tbe meeting. lie then proceeded to 
stale at some length the occasion for this meeting 
aud its object : that a number of tbe members of 
tbe German Baptist church, which had once been 
the Brethren cburcfr, but had apostatized by in- 
troducing into the church ordinances of men and 
traditions of elders which they finally made man- 
datory, had been disowned by that church ; that 
they could not make tbe concessions and ac- 
knowledgements which would be required of 
them to be restored to that body, without com- 
promising their faith in tbe teachings of Christ 
and their views of the principles of justice and 
right ; that tbey cannot enjoy the liberty of the 
gospel and the fellowship ot tbe German Baptist 
church ; that by the liberty of the gospel we do 
not understand tbe liberty to be proud, or careless 
in religious duties, but the liberty to pray and 
preach, tbe liberty to do good, whenever and 
wherever we have an opportunity ; that those 
who will stand up in forming this organisation, 
will thereby renew their baptismal vow to live 
faithful to God until death, aud also make a new 
vow to raise their standard ot Christian life, and 
to run with greater patience and renewed zeal in 
the Christian race upon the high way of holiness ; 
that the New Testament would be the creed of 
the church ; that by our uniting in this organiza- 
tion we will promise to read it and study it pray- 
erfully and strive with all our powers to obey it to 
the best of our ability. 

Brother Brown followed with remarks, dwell- 
ing with special emphasis upon enjoying our lib- 
erties in the Gospel ; that since we must answer 
to God for our own conduct, we must have the 
right of personal judgment ; that if others cannot 
answer for us tbey should not be allowed to think 
for us nor dictate to us. That we will be held re- 
sponsible, and we should conduct ourselves as re- 
sponsible creatures. 

After it was believed tbat all had an understand- 
ing of what was intended to be done, it was re- 
quested that all who desired to enter into such an 
organization, and by the grace of God to dis- 
charge its duties faithfully should rise and re- 
main standing until their names had been enter- 
ed. Thirty-one rose (or had their names sent in 
by others,) and their names were recorded, and 
with the sister who had been baptized the day 
previous, the number was thirty-two members. 

It was then unanimously agreed that brother 
JoBiah Keim should be their minister ,and elder, 
and that he should be ordained to that work. It 
was also decided that the brethren in the office, of 
deacon should be retained in that office. A clerk 
and treasurer were elected, brother Keim was or- 
dained, and then the church was declared fully or- 
ganized and ready to proceed in the good work. 
The ordination was attended with much solemni- 
ty, many tears and tender congratulations. The 
Lord bless the Louisville church. We hope to 
hear of its good works and deeds of love. There 
are others who will soon unite with them if tbey 
will be faithful to the vow which they made in 
their organization. And we believe they mean to 
do so.
